WAGE SYSTEM UNJUST. 


Wealth Created by Other Men Builds 
Carnegie Libraries. 
Boston, May 9.—“Think of the thou­ 
sands upon thousands who sw eat and 
toil in the darkness and the grind and 
the blazing heat of the mines and the 
furnaces of Pennsylvania for Mr. C ar­ 
negie to build libraries out of the re­ 
sult of their toil and to eat his bread 
in the sw eat of other m en’s faces. For 
my own part I’d rather not read books 
that are paid for in th at way.” 
This statem ent w as made by the 
Rev. W illiam H. Van Allen in a ser­ 
mon at the Church of the Advent, in 
which he denounced the wage system 
as a species of slavery, declaring it to 
be inconsistent with the teachings of 
the gospel, responsible for ail the so­ 
cial evils and prophesying its eventual 
abolition. 
He said that labor should be “under 
an order of society which shall know 
no hirelings and where men shall work 
together for the common good, as fel­ 
low heirs of a common inheritance,” 
The sermon had particular reference 
to the convention of the church for the 
advancem ent of the interests of labor, 
which was organized IS years ago. 


FULL PARDON REFUSED. 


British Obstinacy Exemplified in Case 
of Mrs. Maybrick. 
W ashington, 
May 
9.—AmDa.ssador 
Choate has cabled the state depart­ 
m ent th at the British loreign office 
has refused to grant any further clem ­ 
ency to Mrs. Florence E. Maybrick, 
who recently made application through 
the state departm ent at W ashington 
for a com plete pardon. 
It appears that Mrs. M aybrick was 
not granted a com plete pardon, but 
was released from im prisonm ent upon

Fortune in England. 
Bridgeport, Conn., May 9.—Notifica­ 
tion of heirship in a vast estate of the 
late Captain Samuel Allen, a whaling 
m aster, has been received from the 
English court of chancery by Davhi 
Allen of Siratford and Charles Allen 
and Mrs. Frank K. Rogers of Bridge­ 
port. 
David and C harles Allen are factory 
employes. They say there are a »core 
of oth er heirs in Connecticut. Accord­ 
ing to their inform ation money depos­ 
ited by C aptain Allen in the Bank of 
England in 1742 now amount» to sev­ 
eral million pounds. A headstone in a 
Bridgeport cem etery reading “Captain 
Sam uel Allen, lost at sea,” is said to 
m ark the grave of a man whose estate 
has been so long w ithout a claimant 
in England.

FIGHTING A FOREST FIRE. 


Four Massachusetts Town« Struggling 
Against Devastating Flames. 
Plymouth, Mass., May 9.—On« thou­ 
sand men struggled last night with 
the forest tire which, starting near 
here four days ago. has extended into 
four towns, and shifting frequently 
with the wind, ha 3 threatened one set 
tlem ent and then another. 
The front of the fire extends two 
miles, while Us side lines reach hack 
six miles. 
It lias laid waste 75 square 
miles and is by no means under con­ 
trol.
